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William Henry Coates 


By the death of Mr. Coates one of the few re- 
maining links connecting the profession of to- 
day with the very earliest times of our existence, 
is broken. A quarter of a century has passed since 
Mr. Coates retired from the secretaryship of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, and not 
many men remember the prim, old-fashioned 
courtesy of the gentleman who then presided at 
Red Lion Square. In those days the secretaryship 
was open, with any other professional appointment, 
to all members of the Body Corporate. Mr. Coates 
was secretary and also a Member of Council. He 
resigned his office in 1880 and was given a small 
pension which hardly excused the miserable pittance 
which a narrow Council thought adequate to his 
position. His diploma is dated 1836, and he formed 
one of the Foundation body who were selected as 
worthy of the Fellowship in 1877. 

Mr. Coates was married to a daughter of Youatt, 
who wrote a series of works in the early part of the 
19th century—works which may still be read with 
profit. Youatt was contemporary with Moorecroft, 
Blaine, and Coleman—the founders of veterinary 
science in this country. Mr. Coates has for many 
years past lived in the country, taking an enthusias- 
lic interest in gardening and literature. All the 
family possessed refined, artistic and literary tastes. 


THE MEETING or CouNcIL. 


The meeting took place on January 6th and may 
be described as full, prolonged, and important. 
Early in the proceedings a letter was read from the 
late General Sir Frederick FitzWygram announcing 
that he had left the College a legacy of £2,000 for 
the establishment of a Prize. This is a very marked 
demonstration of the interest Sir Frederick took in 
the veterinary profession. No details are yet ob- 
tainable concerning this legacy, but it may be hoped 
that it will act as a further incentive to our new 
graduates to reach the higher standards of scientific 
knowledge. 

A series of letters was read from the Vice- 
hancellor of the University of Liverpool. The

n llverpool and “in the event of refusal ” said “ I 


shall have to advise my Council to take immediate 
action to protect the rights of the School.” In reply 
to this threat our President replied by quoting the 
powers and duties conferred on us by Charter. As. 
a matter of fact the Liverpool students were ex- 
amined in Edinburgh, and the Vice-Chancellor has 
so far made no further remonstrance. 

The discussion which followed the reading of this 
currespondence became a little heated, some of the 
Members of Council thinking that the R.C.V.S. had 
not been sufficiently deferential to so important a 
personage as the Vice-Chancellor of a University, 
and some that a special meeting of Council ought 
to have been called. As someone said: ‘“ We do 
not all think alike,” to which we venture to add 
‘and a good thing too.” Making allowance for this 
diversity of opinion, we fail to see why so much was 
said. The Vice-Chancellor acted for his school and 
our President acted for his College, both were 
courteous and dignified. The examinations had 
been arranged according to the terms of the Char- 
ters, and nothing remained to be said. To call a 
special meeting of Council was only to give trouble, 
because the matter had been discussed, agreed and 
settled at a previous meeting. 

The report of the Examination Committee was 
read by Mr. Mulvey, and was received and adopted 
without debate. The most important part of this 
report was—“ That in future the written examina- 
tion shall be heldin each city in which there is an 
affiliated school, but that the oral and practical 
examinations shall only be held in London, Edin- 
burgh, and Dublin.” 

The effect of this resolution is that students from 
any other towns, save the capitals mentioned, will 
have to attend at one or other of the centres men- 
tioned. This certainly is a disadvantage to those 
schools not in one of the capitals, but it is strictly 
in accordance with the provisions of Charters and 
Act of Parliament. 

No doubt the R.C.V.S. have power to send their 
examiners to any place they choose to examine 
students, but the question of cost at once arises. 
If the examining Board have, in addition to journeys 
to the three capitals, to go to Liverpool and Glas- 
gow the extra expense will entaii a loss at each 
examination. But thisis not all. If more of the 
new provincial Universities open a veterinary school 
they also will desire an examination at their own 
town, and then the R.C.V.S. enters upon a way 
leading direct to bankruptcy. No member of our 
Body Corporate desires to do anything disadvan- 
tageous to schools not mentioned in our Charters, 
but it is clear that examinations can only be con- 
ducted when they pay their costs. Privileges and 
favours may be asked for but they cannot be de- 
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DIAPHRAGMATIC HERNIA. 


The subject of which I am about to record came 
under my notice about a fortnight ago, and was a 
red roan entire pony of considerable value, having 
been broken to harness but a few weeks previously, 
and the history of the case is as follows: The day 
before he had performed his usual work and appar- 
ently seemed quite well, but had sweated rather 
profusely, and on entering the box the following 
morning the groom found him lying down and re- 
fusing his food, and had attached no importance to 
the matter until at 11 o’clock on entering the box 
he was seen to show signs of abdominal pain when 
a colic draught was administered, but as the pain 
continued at 3 o’clock our attendance was request- 
ed. On examination he showed occasional signs of 


abdominal pain, conjunctival membranes injected, 
temperature normal, and pulse only 40. Diagnos- 
ing the cases as one of intestinal obstruction with 
premonition of enteritis the usual remedies were 
applied. At 7 o’clock he was again seen when the 
pulse was found to have rapidly increased to 65 and 
continued to rise until at 9 o'clock it was 80, but 
during the whole of this time he had never suffered 
acute pain, sometimes standing up quietly, then 
again lying down on his back against the wall of the 
box, in which position he would remain for some 
time. Bromide of potass and chloral hydrate was 
administered at intervals, and hot blankets applied 
to the abdomen, but without any good result. Dur- 
ing the night the temperature had risen to 102° F., 
and at 3a.m. the following morning the pulse had 
increased to 96. On again attending at 8 a.m. the 
pony was found to be much about the same, the 
respirations had become quickened, but not laboured. 


At 12 p.m. the pulse had risen to 112 and the con- 
junctival membranes were very deeply injected, 
would occasionally sit upon his haunches. At 4 
p.m. the respiration had increased and pulse become 
imperceptible, anxious countenance, and showing 
signs of approaching death, breaking out into cold 
sweats, when at seven o'clock death intervened. 
Post-mortem examination revealed a small rup- 
ture of the diaphragm about 14 in. in length, which 
will be seen in the accompanying photograph, and 
through which about 23 feet of the small intestine 
(ileum) had penetrated into the thoracic cavity and 
had become strangulated. For the photograph I 
am indebted to Mr. Carter, F.R.C.V.S., who, recog- 
nising the case as one of pathological interest, 
thought it worthy of recording. As these cases are 
of rare occurrence I trust it will be of interest to 
your readers as it presents many unique features, 
for throughout the whole time the pain was never 
really very acute, and on first examination the pulseof 
40 scarcely coincided with the appearance of the

reading of the Warrant itself. I need only say that the 
Warrant appears to be pty in order, and that it 
directs the affiliation. In reply to the letter by which I 
received this copy of the warrant I requested the Secre- 
tary to write as follows :

Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons.” 

My application was for an examination in December. 
and | interpreted your reply, and the word “ matter,’ 
as relating to the application that I had made. Such an 
interpretation appears to me not altogether unreason- 
able. If, when you wrote, you had in mind a general 
application, and a meeting in January to deal with a 
matter considered to be urgent, would it not have been 
better to say so? In that case any risk of misunder- 
standing would have been avoided.—Believe me to re- 
main, sir, yours obediently, 

A. W. W. Date, Vice-Chancellor.” 


To that I replied on the 18th November : 


“Sir,—The President requests me to say, in reply to 
your letter of the 16th inst., that he sees no ground for 
misunderstanding his letter of the 11th inst., because, 
even had you personally been unaware of the date of the 
next Council meeting, that date has, for the past four 
months, been well known to the Chief of your Veteri- 
nary Department, viz., Prof. Williams, with whom he 
presumes you confer on matters exclusively interesting 
that department.—I am, dear sir, yours obediently, 

AkTHUR W. Secretary.” 


That concludes the correspondence, gentlemen. 

Prof. WituiaMs : Is this correspondence now open for 
discussion ? 

The PRESIDENT: Yes. 

Prof. Witu1aMs : I should like, sir, with all respect, 
to make a correction in reference to the correspondence 
received from the Vice-Chancellor of Liverpool Univer- 
sity. Unless I am misinformed, the Vice-Chancellor 
wrote to the President of the Royal College of Veteri- 
nary Surgeons prior to the Committee meetings and 
Council meeting last October, and he received a telegram 
stating that the President was otherwise engaged and 
could not see him. 

The PrestpENT: That is so. I have already explained 
that the date mentioned by the Vice-Chancellor was the 
date of the last Council meeting. 

Prof. WrittAmMs: I misunderstood you. I beg to 
apologise. 

The Prestpent: | stated that at the commencement 
of the reading of the correspondence. 

Prof. WititaMs: I regret having drawn attention to 
the matter; I was not clear about it myself. Then I 
should like to know, sir, if the solicitor has been con- 
sulted as regards the whole of this correspondence ? 
The PresipENT: No, sir. I did not consider that it 
was necessary to consult the solicitor. 

Prof. WrtiaMs: I should further like to know why, 
when a request has been made, that a meeting of Council 
should be held to receive His Majesty’s sign manual, 
even only as a matter of respect——" hy a meeting of 
Conncil has not been called. The matter, as everyone 
knew, was of urgency to particular students, at least in 
Liverpool, and they might have been taken into con- 
sideration in some little way. I personally made a 
request to you to call a special meeting, and [| think I 
pointed out to you that in 1873, when my late father 
obtained his sign manual in the month of November, 
the Council of the R.C.V.S. then thought that, as a 
matter of respect, it ought to assemble at once and to 
receive that letter of aftiliation. It has been the enstom 
hitherto, and I think the custom might well have been 
continued. Then, sir, another statement was made, that 
the Council of the R.C.V.S. lays down the rules and 


te your Council without delay.” On November 


you replied to my application, through your Secre- 
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various schools. An application was made to the Coun- 
cil to lay down the rules and regulations for the exami- 
nations, dates, and places of the students in Liverpool, 
and I should like to know why that was not done. 

The PrestpENtT : In reply to that, Prof. Williams, I 
may say that your points ny sy to be two: one point 
appears to be that I did not feel it incumbent on me to 
call together the Council in order to receive this docu- 
ment, and the other is that there was a matter of urgency 
in connection with the examinations. I think that no 
one will accuse me of want of loyalty or of want of 
respect to the Crown ; I claim to be a most dutiful and 
loyal subject, but at the same time I am placed here to 
consider a great number of subjects, and amongst 
others I have to consider the convenience and well-being 
of the Council itself. So far as my humble judgment 
was concerned, the receipt of this warrant, which had 
not been allowed by the authorities at Liverpool to inter- 
fere with their procedure, did not constitute a subject of 
sufficient importance to render it desirable, or even 
justifiable, to call together the members of the Council 
from widely separated points at an extremely incon- 
venient period of the year merely in order to hear read 
th's document, of whose contents we had already a very 
fair inkling indeed. Then I think you wish to know 
why a meeting was not called? I did not quite clearly 
appreciate your second point, Prof. Williams. 

rof. WILLIAMS: A statement was made by you, sir, 
in your correspondence that it was the sole privilege of 
the Royal College to arrange the dates and places of 
examinations of the students at the various schools. A 
new school had been started, and you, as President, were 
asked to call the Council together to make arrangements. 
I ask why that was not done. 

The PresrpENT: In reply to that I still maintain— 
and I do not think that you will traverse the state- 
ment — that the Council has absolute powers in 
that regard ; they are laid down quite clearly by the 
Charter of 1844, and for any external body of any 
description to attempt to dictate to this Council as to 
what action it should take, or to me, who have pro tem. to 
maintain all the rights and privileges of the Council, 
was not, in my estimation, a sufficient reason for bring- 
ing the Council together. The Council’s rights could 
not in any way be endangered by anything which the 
University of Liverpool might say or do, and provided I 
have efficiently protected the rights of the Council and 
of the profession I do not feel myself open to any re- 
proach on that head. But, as regards the holding of a 
special meeting, I might perhaps have felt some cause 
for reproach had I had it on my conscience that, by 
neglecting to call this meeting, | had absolutely closed 
the door in the face of a really urgent and pressing 
necessity. Neither have I that on my conscience, be- 
cause, as is very well known to you, had you tn your 
capacity, as head of the veterinary school of the Univer- 
sity of Liverpool, yourself regarded this question as of 
pressing importance, you had ready to your hands a 
means, not of influencing me but of absolutely 
compelling me to bold the meeting of Council to which 
you refer. 

Prof. : No, sir. 

The PrestpENT: You had only to obtain the signa- 
tures of a sufficient number of your fellow Councilmen 
and submit to me a properly authorised request to com- 

1 me to hold such a meeting. I should at any rate 

ave felt, had I received a request of that kind, morally 
compelled to hold a meeting. I received no such re- 
quest, and therefore on neither ground do I feel that I 
have been wanting in my duty to the Council. I thank 
you very much for the way in which you have put the 
matter. I quite recognise that, from your side, there 
was a strong desire that such a meeting should be held 
but in the action I took I considered I was doing what 


was right in the interests of the Council itself and of the 
body corporate. 

Prof. Witt1aMs: Might I further point out that in 
the Charter and Act of Parliament of the R.C.V.S., 10 
members of Council can call, or request the President to 
call, a meeting of the profession, or 75 members of the 
profession can request the President to call a meeting of 
the profession. There is no regulation that I know of 
that entitles the Council to request its President to call 
a meeting. 

The PrestpENT : That may be so, sir, but I may point 
out— 

Prof. Wiiir1aMs : If I could I should have done so. 

The Prestpent : I may point out that, from your own 
side, I not only received no notice and no request for 
the holding of a meeting of Council, but no such request 
was addressed to me from any other quarter than from 
that of Mr. A. W. W. Dale, the Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Liverpool, and I did not even receive a 
request from you personally to hold such a meeting; 
and if, as you said, yon considered I should have held a 
meeting, had I been requested by a number of members 
of Council to do so, I think you would scarcely expect 
me to call a meeting of this Council at great personal 
inconvenience to all the other members when I was re- 
quested to do so, not, mark you, by a member of my 
own profession, not by a member of this Council, but by 
a person who has no direct connection whatever, either 
with the Council itself or even with the profession. 

Prof. WiLt1aMs : I beg to point out to you that there 
was no attempt to force either you or the Council of the 
R.C.V.S. to do anything. You made a statement that 
the Council had the power to do such and such things, 
and you were asked to ask the Council to do such 
things. 

The PrestpENT: I have taken the earliest possible 
opportunity of doing so, sir. I have read the corres 
pondence to-day, and the correspondence is open for 
discussion. 

Mr. Mason: In what way did the Warrant come to 
us ; did it come from the Home Office, or did it come 
from the Liverpool University ? 

The PrestpEnt : I believe that it came direct from the 
Home Office. 

Mr. Stmpson : Ido not know whether there Is any- 
thing to be gained by continuing a discussion upon this 
correspondence. I regard the correspondence 4% 
extremely unfortunate. [ have no desire to dictate t 
our President how, in my opinion, the question shoul 
have been dealt with, but I think the whole of this 
correspondence might have been avoided by the simple 
reference to the Vice-Chancellor of the decision of the 
Council at the last meeting, and that you as President 
had no power to alter that decision. There is just one 
little point which I would respectfully submit ;1t1s @ 
small one, but evidently the Vice-Chancellor 0 his 
letters feels somewhat slighted. He, as Vice-Chancellor, 
holding that important position, writes personally ™ 
our President, and unfortunately—I regard it as un 
fortunate—that letter, although dictated I have »° 
doubt by our President, is answered by an official 0 the 
College. (Hear, hear). I propose that we proc 
the next business. 

Prof. M’Fapyean : I do not think that that 1s advie 
that could for one moment be followed. What aor 
Williams has said we all recognise as being @ oo 
censure of our President, what Mr. Simpson bas J 
said is a veiled censure. 

Mr. Simpson : It is not intended as a censure. bmit 
_ Prof. M’Fapyean : 1 beg your pardon, but I 
it to the sense of the Council that it is intended as 
censure of our President, and I do not thin that ~ 
Council should tolerate that, or that it should homo 
gate the action of Prof. Williams or Mr. Simps0” 
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order to take the sense of the Council on the matter, I 
beg to move “That the Council having heard the 
correspondence approves entirely of the action of the 
President.” 

Principal McCatL: [am rather averse to joining in 
this discussion, but I must say that [ do not homologate

OBITUARY. 


The SecRETARY read the Obituary List. 

Mr. Wrace: Mr. President and Gentlemen : I rise to 
move a vote of condolence to the widow and family of 
the late Sir Frederick FitzWygram. My excuse for 
rising is that [| myself was born in the same parish 
where Sir Frederick’s ancestors lived, and at that time 
I believe they were known by the name of Wygram. 
The late Sir Robert Wygram was, I believe, Sir 
Frederick’s father, for I see that the baronetcy was 
accorded in 1804, and therefore it was some time before 
the late Sir Frederick could have taken it. Not only 
that, Sir Frederick still owns a great amount of property 
there; he has contributed very largely to the charities 
of that parish, and assisted in building more than one 
church. Sir Frederick, as he appeals to the members 
of this Council, was a veterinary surgeon. I believe he 
obtained the diploma of the Highland and Agiicultural 
Society in 1854; becamea Member of the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons in 1871, and became a Fellow in 
1877. At that time he entered the Council, and con- 
tinued a member of the Council up to the year 1902, for 
25 years; he was President of the Royal College of 


Veterinary Surgeons for four years; he was also a 
Governor of the Royal Veterinary College, and he took 
the greatest interest in the other schools. Gentlemen, 
Sir Frederick, in my opinion, did a great deal for the 
veterinary profession; and he has not only done a great 
deal for the veterinary profession during his life, but he 
has not forgotten the profession in his last will and 
testament. I beg to move that a vote of condolence be 
sent to Lady FitzWygram and the Family. 

Prof. M’FapyEAN : I beg leave to second the resolu- 
tion that has been moved by Mr. Wr In addition 
to what Mr. Wragg has so well said, I should only like 
to say that in my opinion the profession never had a 
truer friend or one who took a deeper interest in its wel- 
the late Sir Frederick FitzWygram. (Hear, 
lear. 

The resolution was then carried in silence, all the 
Members of Council up-standing. 

The PrestpENT: [ may mention to the Council, in 
connection with this very deeply regretted occurrence, 
that L personally sent a telegram of condolence immedi- 
ately on hearing the news, and as my father, who was a 
fellow student of Major-General Sir Frederick Fitz- 
Wyegram and a lifelong friend, greatly desired to be 
present at the funeral, and had received an invitation, 
T requested him to act as my delegate on that occasion 
and to represent the Royal College of Veterinary Sur- 
geons, which he did; and I believe that Lady Fitz 
Wygram, who saw him on that occasion, expressed her 
thanks for the mark of respect which I was able, on 
behalf of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, to 
so tender. 

Mr. Mutvey: Before we pass on, I think that 
amongst other deaths that have been enumerated occurs 
that of a late Secretary of this College, Mr. Coates. He 
occupied that position for very many years, with credit 
to himself, which is emphasised by the fact that on his 
retirement the College granted him a retiring allowance. 
I think, sir, that it is only due to us to express our con- 
dolence with his family on his loss. 

Mr. Wrace : I beg to second that proposition, and to 
endorse what Mr. Mulvey has said. 

The resolution was carried in silence, all the members 
of Council up-standing. 

Prof. Dewar: I wish to intimate the death ot 
another member of the profession that evidently our 
Secretary has not had word of, namely, Mr. John Daw- 
son, of Aberdeenshire, « hose certificate of the Highland 
and Agricultural Society dates as far back as 1843.

with the exception of one which did not state that the 
candidate had passed in the three books of Euclid. The 
Secretary was directed to make the usual enquiry, 
which had since been done, and the institution certified 
that the candidate had passed in books 1, 2, and 3 of 
Euclid. Letters from Professors McCall and Dewar, 
and Mr. Rutherford regarding the subject of holding the 
examination in alternate years in Edinburgh and Glas- 
gow were duly considered by the Committee, as ordered 
by the Council at the October meeting, and the Com- 
mittee recommended—That in future a written exami- 
nation shall be held in each city in which there is an 
affiliated school, but that the oral and practical exaim- 
ination shall only be held in London, Edinburgh, and 
Dublin. The Secretary read a letter from Prof. A. 
Davis, of Class A. Section, suggesting an alteration as 
to the conducting of the examinations for Christmas, 
and the Secretary was requested to inform him that the 
arrangements for carrying out the examinations had 
already been settled by the Council. 

On the motion of Mr. Mulvey, seconded by Mr. Abson, 
the report was received and adopted. 

Mr. Mutvey read the report of a meeting of the sub- 
examination Committee held on November 25th, 1904, 
appointed to consider the subject of a new Charter and 
Degree in Veterinary Hygiene. The Committee, after 
some considerable discussion, instructed the Secretary 
to obtain information from Universities who granted 
diplomas or degrees in veterinary science, and that the 
Secretary should also write to the Principal of each 
Veterinary College to the effect that the Committee had 
under consideration the subject of applying for a Char- 
ter to enable the College to grant a diploma in Veteri- 
nary State Medicine, and to ask if they would be 
i to co-operate in carrying out a suitable curri- 
culum. 

On the motion of Mr. Mulvey, seconded by Prof. 
Williams, the report was received and adopted. 

Mr. Mutvey read the report of a meeting of the 
Examination Committee held on the 5th Jannary, 1905, 
which stated that the reports of the examination, the 
examiners and delegates reports were read sertatim ; 
and in regard to the reports of the Chairmen in Classes 
A. “— B. Section the following recommendations were 
assed : 

(1) Class A. The Chairman reported that there was 
insufficient accommodation at the examination in Edin- 
burgh, and it was recommended that the Secretary to 
the Board of Examiners there be written to sending a 
copy of the Chairman’s letter, and that he be re- 
quested to take steps to prevent the recurrence of the 
complaint. 

(2) Class B. The Chairman reported that the anato- 
mical specimens provided left much to be desired, and it 
was recommended that he be written to that it is the 
desire of the Council that he should be provided with 
any specimens he may require, in reason, but they 
request that due notice may be given. It was also 
recommended to the Council that Mr. MecKinna be 
allowed to take the Register for his assistant to sign, he 
giving an undertaking as to its safety. 

Mr. Mutvey: I personally do not agree to the latter 
recommendation with regard to Mr. McKinna’s assistant, 
and I move the reception and adoption of the report 
with that exception. Sa 

Prof. PENBERTHY : I second that proposition. | 

Mr. McKinna: Perhaps as I am interested in this 
matter I may state the case to the Council, although I 
do not know whether I ought to press it. It relates to 
a gentleman who was a child in the eyes of the law, 
because he had not completed his 21st birthday, and 
therefore the College would not hand over his diplom 
but he gave me the assurance that Mr. Rutherford h 
told him distinctly that if he journeyed to Edinburgh on 
reaching his majority he weuld have his diploma handed 
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tohim. At the moment I doubted it myself, but he 
went to Mr. Rutherford according to this arrangement, 
and then Mr. Rutherford wrote a letter to me suggest- 
ing that I should write to the Secretary of this College 
asking for permission'to send the Register, and that I 
should witness the signature. I asked my assistant to 
postpone the matter till this meeting, and instead of 
writing to the Secretary I took upon myself yesterday 
to bring it to the notice of the Examination Committee, 
and carried my proposition there. I might say in sup- 
port of it, that although it may create a precedent, what 
more harm is there in sending it three times a year to 
Edinburgh—which the Council does—-than sending it 
once to Huddersfield? I shall simply be doing my 
assistant a favour, because as he has already travelled to 
Edinburgh at considerable expense I should save this 
young man coming up to London, which as you all know 
means a considerable amount of expense. These are 
purely the grounds for this application. I suggest that 
the Register should be sent registered through the 
Post Oftice ; that I should witness the signature, and my 
assistant would pay his guinea, and the Register would 
then be forwarded back to the Secretary. I learned 
from Mr. Hill that the method adopted in sending it to 
Scotland is by railway, which I do not think myself is 
so safe. I, therefore, move as an amendment that the 
report in its entirety be adopted. 

rof. M’FapygEaAn: Would Mr. McKinna add “ But 
the concession is not to be considered a precedent.” 

Mr. McKrnna: Certainly, I would deal with each 
case as it arises. That would be a matter for the con- 
sideration of the Council. 

Mr. Wraaa: I should like to hear from the Secretary 
the manner in which this Register is conveyed to Edin- 
burgh or to Scotland, because it appears to me that it is 
a most dangerous practice to send this Register as a 
parcel by railway. I think it certainly ought to be 
registered in some way, so that we have some security, 
because it would be a lamentable thing if this Register 
should happen in any way to be lost. 

Mr. McKtyna: We send it three times a year to 
Scotland. 

Mr. Wraca: Twice. 

Mr. ViLLar: Is there any precedent for the Register 
going ont of the hands of the Secretary ? 

The Prestpent: [| have just been informed by the 
Solicitor that these are two different books, and that the 
book that goes to Scotland— 

Mr. THatcuer : The book that goes to Scotland is not 
the Register. 

Prof. WILLIAMS : No veterinary student is registered 
in Scotland. 

Mr. THATCHER : No, they are registered here. 1t is 
the duty of the Registrar to keep the Register, and that 
is one book. The book that is sent to Scotland is the 
book that is referred to in bye-law 93. I may say, sir, 
that this question was thoroughly fought out in Seot- 
land at the time that we obtained the recognition that 
our locus was in London, because an attempt was made 
then to show that the Register was kept in Scotland as 
well as in England, and [I then had the good fortune— 
well, I will not say the good fortune, but we were able 
to satisfactorily settle that point once for all. 

Prof. Merram : What is the book that the Edinburgh 
graduates sign ? 

Mr, Tuarcner: It is the book referred to in bye-law 
93. I will read the bye-law. It says: “ Every success- 
ful candidate shall, on his admission asa member of the 
College, subscribe his name to the rules and bye-laws of 
the College for the time being.” That is the book that he 
signs. 

Mr. Wrace : Now I do not understand. Is a differ- 
ent book signed in London to that signed in Edinburgh ? 

Mr. Asson : It is not the Register at all. 

Mr. THatcner: The Registrar keeps the Register. 


The Secretary : There are two books for the signa- 


tures of members of the profession. As they pass and. 


receive their diploma they sign the book complying with 
the bye-laws of the College, and then when they are 
elected members. If this book were to be lost it would 
be most unfortunate. 

Mr. THaTcHER: We keep another book, which is the 
Register itself. 

The Secretary: Of course we have the Register, but 
that book of signatures is a most important book to the 
College. We had a prosecution case the other day, Mr. 
Thatcher had a pated deal to do with it. A man came 
up and said “That is not my signature.” But I know the 
signatures ; I am bound to see them sign each time they 
sign the book. 

Prof. Merram: May 1 point out that in Edinburgh 
all that the students sign is simply a book which, pre- 
vious to signing, is absolutely blank ; there is no printed 
matter whatever, but it says in bye-law 93 that we shall 
subscribe his name to the rules and bye-laws of the 
College for the time being. He certainly puts his signa- 
ture in a book in which there is no printed matter—no 
bye-laws and regulations at all. 

Mr. THatcHER: There should be in the front. 

Prof. Merram: There is not. 

The Prestpent : I am afraid, Prof. Mettam, that we 
are getting a little wide of the mark. The matter we 
are at present considering is whether the Council will 
accord permission to Mr. McKinna to take this book, or 
to have it sent to Huddersfield, in order that his assis- 
tant may sign his name. 

Prof. Mettam: I want to know what I have signed, 
because if I have not signed the Register I am not a 
member of the College. 

Mr. McKiyna: It seems to me that it is not such a 
serious matter after all; it is merely a bock of signatures, 
not necessarily the Register, which is kept by the Secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Azson : But it is very important we should have 
those signatures. 

The Prestpent: I am afraid the whole proceeding 
is a little irregular, Mr. McKinna, because the discussion 
has been going on without anybody seconding your 
amendment.

After very careful consideration and discus- 
sion, the Committee reported as follows : That the time 
has not yet arrived for recommending the Council to 
obtain a new Charter in order to institute a Diploma in 
Veterinary State Medicine. The Committee also sug- 
gest that they should be re-appointed to keep the matter 
under consideration. 

Onthe motion of Mr. Mulvey, seconded by Professor 
Williams, the report was received and adopted. 

Prof. Witt1aMs : May I make a request, sir, and that 
1s that the names of those who were present should be 
published ? 

The Presmpent : I do not think there is any doubt 
that they will be; it isdone in the usual way I have 
frequently noticed that the names are published. Of 
course we cannot prevail on the editors of the respec- 
tive journals to publioh the names against their wills.

REPORTS OF THE FELLOWSHIP, WALLEY MEMORIAL, 
AND JUBILEE MEMORIAL AND BuRSARY PRIZE 
EXAMINATIONS.

Degree Examination, which stated that at a meeting of 
examiners for the Fellowship Degree held on the 13th 
December, six candidates entered for the examination, 
and the following was a list of those who passed and 
duly received the Diploma: Capt. F. 8S.

Consumption of Horseflesh in Paris. 


Our Paris Correspondent writes :--The inauguration 
on Sunday, December 18, of the municipal abattoir for 
the slaughter of horses for food at Vaugirard, one of the 
suburban districts of Paris, was attended by the Minister 
of Agriculture, M. Mougeot, and the Minister of Marine, 
M. Pelletan. It was followed by an official banquet, in 
which dishes composed of horse flesh played a large part. 
The consumption of this form of food, which was almost 
unknown in Paris prior to the siege in 1870-71, has 
steadily increased since that time. In 1872 the number 
of horses, asses, and mules slaughtered for food was only 
5,034. In 1883 it had increased to 12,776, in 1894 to 
23,186, and last year it reached 36,091. This increase in 
the consumption has necessitated a corresponding 
organisation of regular veterinary inspectors at the two 
large abattoirs hippophagiques previously existing at 
Pantin and Villejust and the erection, decided upon last 
year, of the new slaughterhouse now opened at Vaugi- 
rard. This building, which is quite separate from the 
ordinary abattoir, has been erected at the cost of 350,000f. 
(£14,000) by a company which has received a concession 
for 75 years at a nominal annual rent of 20f. It is 
authorised to impose a fee for the slaughter of animals 
not exceeding 1f. 50c. (1s. 24d.) per 100 kilogram nes net 
of the meat.—7'he 7'imes.

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Death from Woolsorter’s Anthrax. 


A peculiar situation has arisen out of the death and 
burial of a Bradford woolsorter named James Hudson, 
who resided in Tong Street, Bradford. Hudson was 
onpeeres at a woolsorting warehouse in Thornton Road, 
and it appears that about a week ago he contracted 
anthrax, and was removed home ill. Although he re- 
ceived medical attention he died on the 25th ult., the 
doctor in attendance diagnosing the case as one of anth- 
rax. The doctor granted Hudson’s relatives a certficate 
of burial, which was accepted by the registrar, and the 
interment took place on Tuesday, but in cases of anthrax 
it is customary to at once notify the Chief Inspector of 
Factories, the medical officer of health for the district, 
and the coroner, with a view to an official enquiry being 
made. In this instance no such notification was given, 
and no enquiry was held. The coroner has, of course, 
power to order the body to be exhumed, but up to the 
present no such step has been taken, nor has the medical 
officer done anything in the matter. It is expected that 
further action will be taken either by the Inspector of 
Factories or by the Chief Registrar.—The Liverpool 
Courier. 


Export Meat Inspection in Holland. 


Dr. Remmelts, of Harlingen, one of the meat inspec- 
tors of the Netherlands Government last week comple- 
ted at Hull a tour he has been making of the English 
towns with special reference to their methods of meat 
inspection. Under a recent scheme of the Dutch 
Government all meat exporters have the opportunity of 
having the meat they are sending away certified by a 
Government inspector. If it is found satisfactory a 
notification to that effect is affixed to a stiff buff label. 
All the inspectors are veterinary surgeons, and they may 
stop carcases of emaciated animals which are not diseased 
or which are otherwise abnormal. If meat certified in 
this way is seized on arrival in England the exporter, 
on the label being returned, is indemnified for the loss. 
This method of securing a good supply is believed to be 
a novelty._-ottingham Post. 


REVIEW. 
Breeps or INDIAN CaTTLE—PUNJAB. 


As evidence of the good work quietly done in India 
by the Civil Veterinary Department we are pleased to 
notice a book of about 100 pages on “ Breeds of Indian 
Cattle, Punjab,” by Major H. T. Pease, with additional 
notes and photographs and edited by Captain F. S. H. 
Baldrey—both members of the C.V.D. 

Although the book is specially useful and instructive 
for local readers it is full of interest for anyone connected 
with cattle, or for those to whom our Indian Empire is a 
consideration. Agriculture is the first industry for all 
countries, but for India it is almost the only one, and 
the well-being of its teeming population depends very 
largely upon its cattle. Cattle in India are kept for 
milk and for draught. 

The authors commence their notes thus :— 

“The Order Ruminantia, genus Bovide is represented 
in three of 1ts groups in the Punjab, viz.— 

(1) The Taurine or Ox by the Zebu 
(2) Peephagus by the Yak 
(3) Bubaline | by the Buffalo. 

The Taurine group is represented by the Zebu or 
humped species of cattle, called Bos Indicus, or generally 
the Brahmini bull. The humped variety of cattle has 
been domesticated at least since the 12th dynasty or 
2,100 years B.C., and as a consequence the signs of 


Of these hum 
some better than others. Not much care has been 
given by the natives to breeding, and the result is that 
promiscuous crossing has not added to the value of the 
stock. Even the careful attempts at improvement have 
often done no good and sometimes harm. The climate 
and the food effectually prevent good following the use 
of cattle from other countries. Our authors say—“ if it 
be desired to improve the breed of cattle in the various 
districts we must always keep these objects in view, viz. 
(1) to produce an animal of thesame class as is naturally 
found in the district, but stronger and better ; (2) to pro- 
duce one which will subsist on the available fodder.’ 

This question of fodder seems:to be a difficult one 
always, and at certain seasons only to be met by re- 
moval of stock to another district. The males are not 
emasculated early enough, and being allowed to run 
promiscuously in herds no proper selection of the best 
animals can be made. Maturity of all cattle is delayed 
by inferior feeding of the young animals. As bullocks 
are all wanted for draught purposes it is argued that 
early castration would reduce the weight and strength 
necessary for ploughing. 

After description of the different breeds of the ox 
tribe we come to the yak, which is apparently a grand 
animal but only of use in the highlands. “The yak can 
scarcely live in the summer at an elevation of 8,000 
feet.” .... In the winter herds graze below 8,000 feet, 
but in the summer they find pasturage as high as 17,000 
feet, consisting of grass and small tufted carices on 
which they browse with avidity.” Fortunately the yak 
mates with the cow and a useful cross results, which 1s 
invaluable for heavy work, especially in mountainous 
regions. 

The third group of cattle is represented by the butfalo 
—* generally called the water buffalo on account of its 
yee habits and its love for bathing in muddy 
pools.” 

This animal is much more powerful and weighty than 
the a and therefore useful for the heavier draught 
work. 

The cow buffalo is also a good milker, yielding a milk 
very rich in fat. ; 

If anyone wants to know all about these three different 
breeds of cattle in the Punjab they may obtain the I 
formation in the pages of this book by Messrs. Pease at 
Baldrey. The illustrations consist of 31 photogs 
which give an idea of the peculiarities of each breed that 
no letter-press alone could afford. These photographie

Mr. Gray says in his paper that some dog-owners in 
England and Ireland isolate the dam, rear and vaccinate 
the pups, and then send them into the kennel with other 
dogs. Who are the dog-owers that do this, and in the 
name of science why don’t they keep a record of their dogs, 
and of the effect of vaccination. 

In another part of his paper he says ‘‘I have paid very 
close attention to all those so-called failures brought to my 
immediate notice, and in all I have found evidence that the 
disease has been overlooked by the inoculator.’’ This is 
rather a tall order. Was Mr. Gray the only man who 
had the keen observation to notice the disease, and was the 
inoculator present when Mr. Gray discovered evidence of 
the disease ? I would sooner depend on glyco-heroin and 
Spirits ether nit. than vaccination in the matter of dis- 
temper.

THE VETERINARY SURGEON AS A 
HORSEMAN. 
Sir, 

One would imagine after a perusal of your correspondent’s 
letter on the above subject, that if horses were examined by 
veterinary surgeons who were horsemen, those unfortunate 
differences of opinion with reference to the soundness or 
otherwise of the ‘* wind '’ would cease to occur. But what 
do we actually find in the course of practice? There is just 
as much difference of opinion among the veterinary sur- 
geons who ride the horses in order to test the “ wind ’’ as in 
those who adopt other means. ' 

We are told that ‘‘ it must be a humiliating position for a 
veterinary surgeon to have to ask a groom to gallop a horse 
for him.’’ There must be a very large number of veteri- 
nary surgeons in this humiliating position, if it be a fact 
that a proper opinion cannot be given with reference to the 
animal’s wind unless the examiner is able to mount the 
horse himself. What a large number of incorrect opinions 
must be given if such were the case! 

Does your correspondent seriously contend that in the 
case of a partly-trained, green, four-year-old, the veterinary 
surgeon should risk his neck by mounting the animal, even 
though there happens to be a dispute as to the wind? 
These are the sort of animals that are most likely to give 
rise to dispute ; the well mannered, ‘‘ made ’’ horse is very 
easily tested. And what about valuable colts that have never 
been saddled? Is it possible to give a correct opinion with 
reference to their wind, when in order to test it they have to 
be rung.’’ 

There is no doubt whatever that a certain section of the 
public admire horsemanship in the veterinary surgeon. In- 
deed they imagine that without this element he knows very 
little about the medical or surgical treatment of the horse, 
or about the soundness thereof. And, while the buyer 
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likes a veterinary surgeon to give an opinion on the horse’s 
formation, paces, mouth, and temper, as well as on the 
soundness, the seller takes a different view of the matter. 
The latter will very, properly hold that a veterinary sur- 
geon’s duty begins and ends with the question of soundness, 
and that the buyer should satisfy himself as to the fitness of 
his purchase before bringing in professional aid. And this 
we always imagined was the usual course adopted except 
when the veterinary surgeon is willing to extend his sphere 
and act the part of assistant to the purchaser. 

If a horse is purchased after the veterinary surgeon has 
approved of his points, manners, and temper, as well as of 
his soundness, and should the buyer not acquiesce with the 
former opinions after purchase, it is often gently hinted that 
the veterinary surgeon had a financial interest in the deal. 

By all means let veterinary surgeons who are horsemen 
advise clients as to the suitability of prospective purchases, 
we have no doubt they gain practice and reputation thereby. 
But let it not go forth that those practitioners who are in 
the ‘‘ humiliating ’’ position of not being horsemen, cannot 
give a correct opinion as to the soundness of a horse’s 
wind. 

It suits many sporting practitioners to foster the preva- 
lent idea that a veterinary surgeon who is not a horseman 
is, to say the least of it, rather deficient in practical work, 
especially so in examinations as to soundness. The horsey 
element, combined with bluff, self-confidence, and rapid 
diagnosis, is a valuable aid in the securing of practice. 
Under such conditions you can give remarkable opinions, 
especially with reference to soundness, and trust to luck as 
to the result. And some of the opinions given under such 
circumstances may be truly described as remarkable. 

But after all the clients are pleased, which is the import- 
ant matter, and the horsey element pays far better than the 
scientific, at least with the sporting public. Fortunately, 
however, there is room for both classes of practitioners, the 
important point is that the value of each is not always cor- 
rectly appreciated.—Yours etc.,

Never 
theless, I venture to assert that had Mr. Plowden seen the 
animal on November 5th, and taken into consideration what 
rest and food would do between that date and the 29th, his 
opinion might have been materially altered. Another com- 
ment frequently made was on the animal lying down for an 
hour in Westbourne-grove. As a point of fact, it was close 
upon three hours, during which time I was in constant at- 
tendance. When the ambulance van arrived tle mare was 


still unable to rise, and had to be rolled over on the opposite 
side on to the platfore, and drawn into the van in that 
position. I had yet to learn that highly-bred horses (which 
this most certainly was not) are necessarily thin, and prefer 
to lie sulking in the street, amongst congested traffic, to 
getting on their legs—if able todo so. Further comment is 
needless, save to say when I entered Marylebone Police- 
court, in connection with a serious case, I was amazed to 
find a jocular mood prevailed.—Yours obediently, 
Wooprorre F.R.C.V.S.
